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The Tax Rate Story 

Butler Bills Tried But 
Failed to End Inequities

One of the most familiar names 
throughout Illinois governmental 
circles is Butler—former State 
Senator Walter Butler. 

Sen. Butler headed a commis¬ 
sion that developed major prop¬ 
erty assessment and tax rate 
legislation. Enacted into law, it 
has directly and indirectly ef¬ 
fected the programs of munici¬ 
palities, counties and other Illi¬ 
nois taxing agencies for more 
than two decades. This has 
placed it among the most cussed 
and discussed legislation in Illi¬ 
nois history. 

As noted in the previous arti- ■ 
cle, the commission was ap¬ 
pointed in 1944 to Investigate 
problems associated with widely 
varying county assessment ra¬ 
tios. 

The bills it drafted were pre¬ 
sented to the General Assembly 
in its 1945 session. There were 
three major categories. 

Full Assessment Specified 

1. First part of the Butler pro¬ 
gram set up a mandatory 100% 
assessment system for the state 
beginning Jan. 1, 1946. 

This law (L. 1945, page 1212) 
requires the Illinois Department 
of Revenue to assess all property 
assessable by it at 100% of full, 
fair cash value. 

It further requires the de¬ 
partment to ascertain the as¬ 
sessment ratios ot locally as¬ 
sessed property in each county 
In the state, and then to cer¬ 
tify a factor or multiplier to 
each county clerk by which he 
or she must multiply each local 
assessment In order to bring 
the county assessment ratio for 
that county up to 100%. 

The law also provides that the 
full, fair cash value of all prop¬ 
erty, after giving effect to equal¬ 
ization by the department as 
described above, shall be the as¬ 
sessment valuation for all pur¬ 
poses of taxation, limitation of 
taxation, and limitation of in¬ 
debtedness prescribed by the Il¬ 
linois constitution or any statute. 

Rate Limit Cut In Half 

2. The second part of the Butler 
program was a series of more 
than 90 bills cutting in half all 
existing tax rate limitation (oth¬ 
er than any limitation relating to 
taxing bodies having a population 
of a half-million or more) appli¬ 
cable for 1946 and for subsequent 
years. 

The corporate fund of down- 
state counties was cut from 25 
cents to 12*4 cents per $100 as¬ 
sessed -valuation, and the corpo¬ 
rate fund of cities was cut from 
66.6 cents to 33.3 cents. 

The fluctuation of ratios of as¬ 
sessments to full, fair cash value 
of property in the counties had 
been creating Inequities in the 
amount of taxes that could be 
levied. 

14%-68% Assessing Range 

Such inequities, of course, 
could not be cured solely by a 
general 50% reduction in the 
maximum rates. In 1945, the ra¬ 
tios varied from a low of 14% to 
a high of 68% in counties 
throughout the state. 

Taxpayers would thus be hurt 
in counties that had ratios under 
50%, and taxing bodies would be 
severely curtailed in counties 
that had ratios over 50%. In 1945, 
there were 98 counties with ratios 
below 50%; the other four had 
ratios over 50%. Department of 
Revenue surveys showed no 
county assessing precisely at 
50% of value. 

Since this alone could not bring 
justice, a third part of the Butler 
program was passed. This con¬ 
sisted of Section 162a of the 
Revenue Act of Illinois, effective 
Jan. 1, 1946 (Illinois Revised 
Statutes. 1945, Chapter 120, Para¬ 
graph 643a, Section 162a). 

Transition Bill 

3. The third basic "Butler bill’ 

referred to (S. B. 314; L. 1945, 
page 1229) has frequently been 
called the "transition bill” be¬ 
cause it was,To expire on Dec. 
31, 1950. . 

This date was set because the 
legislature intended that local 
governments would adjust their 
rate limits up or down by refer¬ 
enda prior to 1951. 

Under the provisions of orig¬ 
inal Section 162a of the revenue 
act, each of the bills in the sec¬ 
ond part of thfe Butler program 
cutting 1945 rate limits iw'lralf 
expressly subjected the new tax 
rate limits to the formula re¬ 
quirements of 162a effective Jan. 
1, 1946. 

Changes on Horizon 

This particular formula was 
complicated and is no longer in 
effect. While not justifying de¬ 


tailed review in this series, it is 
mentioned because it helps paint 
the background picture for the 
assessment and tax rate ques¬ 
tions under study in 1966, and 
likely to be the subject of legis¬ 
lation in 1967. 

Legal minds disagreed widely 
as to its interpretation, and the 
Illinois Supreme Court construed 
the formula in 1947 in its decision 
in the case of Anderson vs. the 
city pf Park Ridge, 396 Ill. 235. 

In this decision, the court 
gave an Interpretation that no 
one expected. 

It was a decision generous to 
.taxing bodies, and there was 
great clamor at the 1947 legisla¬ 
tive session for senators and rep¬ 
resentatives to "put the lid” back 
on the taxing power of local 
governmental bodies. 

1947 Clarification 

As a result, the General As¬ 
sembly clarified Section 162a in 
1947 as follows: rate limits in 
the second part of the Butler pro¬ 
gram would be, until Dec. 31, 
1952, restricted by the lower of 
two formulas. 

The formulas were (A) the 
1942 assessment ratio times the 
1945 tax limit times 105% or 
(B) the maximum possible tax 
in 1945 divided by the 1946 full 
value assessment, multiplied by 
105%. 

As it worked out, Formula A 
applied generally to the funds of 
local governments in suburban 
Cook county, and Formula B to 
the funds of local governments 
in downstate counties. 

Under Fomula A, Cook county 
had a 1942 assessment ratio of 
31%. Figuring the 66.6-cent Bar¬ 
rington corporate tax rate limit, 
multiplication by 105% left a new 
22-cent rate limit. 

Under Formula B, Sangamon 
county, for example, had a 
$221,375 maximum possible tax 
(25-cents applied to $88,543,000 
valuation for. 1945) and a 1946 as¬ 
sessment Of $313,706,000. Its rate 
limit shrank,to seven and a half 
cents. 

Not Overly Restrictive 

There were widespread conclu¬ 
sions, often repeated since then, 
that these two formulas were too 
restrictive and gave local gov¬ 
ernments less tax mopey than 
the 1945 rate limits. A compari¬ 
son shows this is not true. 

In 1945, the year previous to 
the effective date of the Butler 
legislation, Sangamon county in 
effect had a corporate rate lim¬ 
it of only seven and a quarter 
cents (25 cents but with only 29% 
assessment); this rose in 1946 to 
seven and a half cents, with the 
assessment by then assumed to 
be 100%. 

The formulas gave local gov¬ 
ernment for these funds an in¬ 
crease in taxing power ranging 
from 5% to 15%, depending 
upon the formula factors. In 
addition, all such limits could 
be increased under the refer¬ 
endum provision of Section 
162a. 

Since the formula rate of 162a 
was to expire Dec. 31, 1952, and 
most local governments had not 
adjusted their rates by the elec¬ 
tion process, the General Assem¬ 
bly In 1949 set up a procedure to 
determine whether it could set 
maximum tax rates based on a 
formula, on a permanent basis, 
without any action on the part 
of the local-level governmental 
agencies. 

Test Case on Library Fund 

Legislators took one fund, the 
library building fund (Ch. 81, 
Par. 13. Sec. 13. Ill. Revised 
Statutes, 1949) and stipulated 
th?t the assembly would set the 
rate limitation for the fund, 
based on a formula, and on a 
permanent basis. The formula 
was the 1945 maximum rate 
times the 1945 assessment ratio 
times 110%. 

The legislature hoped that jus¬ 
tices of the state supreme court 
would test the formula before 
1951 so that it would have guid¬ 
ance at the 1951 session as to 
what had to be done with 162a. 

The Illinois Supreme Court did 
test the "permanent” formula of 
the library building fund in the 
case of Kremers vs. the city of 
West Chicago (1950), 406 Ill. 546. 

Its ruling? That the formula 
was not permanent at all. 

The court held that the library 
building fund formula was un¬ 
constitutional because it was spe¬ 
cial legislation in violation of 
Section 22 of Article IV of the 
Illinois Constitution. 

This led to major Butler Bill 
amendments in 1951.

With the Democratic party currently domi¬ 
nating Madison county elections and also offering 
intra-party competition for several offices, most of 
the attention of Quad-City voters will be centered 
on the Democratic ballot in tomorrow’s primary. 

Other, than the party offices of. representa¬ 
tive committeemen, the only Republican candi¬ 
dates wilh opposition Tuesday are those running 
for United States senator, Illinois superintendent of 
public instruction and state representative. Charles 
H. Percy, senatorial candidate, and State Supt. 
Ray Page have only token opposition and un¬ 
doubtedly are their party's best bets to wage sub¬ 
stantive campaigns in the November general 
election. 

In the GOP race for representative, we urge 
retention of Rep. Ralph T. Smith, Alton, regarded ~ 
as a Speaker of the House possibility if Republi- ' 
cans control that half of the Illinois legislature. His 
six-term experience makes Smith, a native Granite 
Cityan, far more qualified than his opponent, a 
25-year-old SIU-SW student, though we applaud 
the young man's early interest in government. 

On the Democratic side. Representatives 
Lloyd "Curly" Harris, Granite City, and Leland 
J. Kennedy, Alton, again are seeking re-election; 
their lone opponent has no experience in public 
office. -Harris is one of the most influencial state 
legislators and deserves strong local support on his 
record of long and effective service to the Quad- 
Cities and Illinois. Kennedy was a party to last 
year's Last Side Levee Board sneak attempt at 
Springfield to restore non-referendum bonding 
power, but says he will know better the next time. 
We favor their re-election. 

County Clerk Eulalia Hotz (D). Edwards- 4 
ville, will, gain renomination without opposition. 
Miss Hotz has held the position 24 years and 
members of the Hotz family have served as county 
clerk continuously since 1922. The office has been 
managed well during her tenure. 

Because of slate-making at the state level, 
there is no other Democratic ballot competition for 
non-party offices except for the positions of 
Madison county superintendent of schools, sheriff 
and county treasurer. 

The' Democratic ballot for county offices 
includes a slate of organization candidates, plus 
independent candidates. Without regard to such 
labels, the Press-Record suggests support of those 
candidates whom voters think can be expected to 
do the beat job.
